Ford Adds Stake Body to One-Ton Truck 


The Ford Motor Company has added a 
stake body to its one-ton truck equipment 
and distribution has begun through the 
dealer organization, it is announced. 

Introduction of the stake body follows 
that of the popular steel cab and body 
brought out some time ago, for which there 
has been a constantly increasing demand. 

The new body not only meets many com- 
mercial requirements, but also is designed to 
fill the needs of the farmer or truck gardener 
in handling his products. In addition to 
the stake sides, provision has been made so 
that cattle or grain sides may also be used, 
making the body one of wide utility. 

The body may be used, in combination 
with the all-steel cab. Stakes which are easily 
removable, permit a platform of good pro- 
portions, 

Except for floor and rack boards, which 
are constructed from especially seasoned 
wood, the body is all steel. The floor space 
is five feet wide and eight feet, two inches 
long, sides rise twenty-six inches above the 
floor. 

Racks are in five sections, two on either 
side, and one at the rear. The sections are 
held together with sturdy steel stakes,ends 
of which fit snugly into sockets cut into the 
outer steel frame of the platform. Special 
connections hold the sections into a rigid 
body of exceptional strength and durability.

IS DONE IN WINTER 


Better Stabilizing of Indus- pl ae 


try Is Result. 


New York.—Constructors say mild- 
winter buildings has become a con- 
quered peak. First scaled success- 
fully after yeats of effort in the win- 
ter of 1923, they report that during 
the present winter they will go 1923 
enough better to make the conquest 
permanent. 

The business world, watching the 
climbers from below, already sees the 
effect in an early easing of seasonal 
unemployment in both the building 
trades and the field of building sup- 
ply, in relieving of the housing short- 
age and in a better stabilizing of the 
building industry as a whole by dis- 
tributing the old back-breaking sea- 
sonal loads over a full 12-month 
period. 

Dwight L. Hoopingarner, executive 
of the American Construction coun- 
cil, In describing some of the new 
aspects of winter construction, says: 

“This greater stabilization has been 
secured by relatively simple~ methods. 

Lesson From Experience. 

“Experience has shown that work 
on large buildings, whether of steel, 
masonry or concrete construction, can 
be conducted with safety in temper- 
atures down tu 20 or 25 degrees above 
zero. After that salamanders to pro- 
vide heat, tarpaulins to keep it and 
hanging seaffolds to hold men and 
materials where they are needed 
have solved the problem of keeping 
out the cold and frost and permitting 
winter operations to go ahead in many 
cases at more even temperatures and 
greater economy. Records of con- 
tractors over periods of years have 
shown an average of about fourteen 
days, with scarcely over thirty-one 
days’ maximum in any one year in 
which the weather necessitated that 
the precautions of winter building be 
taken.” 

Mr. Hoopinearner advises the build- 
ing investing public to recognize the 
necessity of exercising special care 
in securing responsible and thorough- 
ly skilled architects, engineers and 
contractors in the performance of 
winter work, 

Increase in Contracts. 

Four per cent more contracts were 
let for new building in the first 11 
months of 1924, ended November 30. 
than in the full 12 months of 1923 in 
the 36 states covered by the Dodge 
reports, says Mr. Hoopingarner. The 
total figure for the 11 months was 
$4,100,000,000. Compared with the 
same 11 months of 1923 the in- 
crease was 13 per cent. With 
prices in the main slightly lower than 
the year before, he says the com-. 
parisons are conservative. 

Mr. Hoopingarner finds winter ac- 
tivity producing a relative increase 
in prices, although prices for the year 
as a whole show a slight decrease. 
Previous to last year the winter de 
mand for materials was relatively 
small, “It is well to note the fact,” 
he observes, “that with a greater vol- 
ume of winter construction there will 
be a tendency toward higher relative 
prices for materials, and possibly for 
labor, than have been considered nor- 
mal for the winter season. Such a 
condition, however, will not vitiate 
the basic advantages of winter work.” 


Tourists Like to Walk Up 


Washington Monument 
Washington.— Nobody ever made the 
statement he had been to the top of 
the Washington monument without be- 
ing asked the question, “Did you walk 
up?” And if the answer was “yes,” it 
was greeted with sceptical grins. 
The Washington monument, which, 
with the capitol, constitutes the most 
familiar landinark of this city, was 
visited in 1924 by 350,000 persons. Of

country, has been waning In popu- 
larity merely because higher buildings 
have been erected in recent years is 
mistaken, The yearly average number 
of visitors from 1908 to 1918, for ex- 
ample, was 188,637, as compared with 
more than 850,000 In 1924. 

The new Lincoln memorial, however, 
ranks as the leading tourist mecca of 
the capital. 


Rio Overrun With 
Surplus of Taxicabs 

Rio de Janeiro.—Since an enterpris- 
ing American concern started four 
years ago to sell automobiles to Rio 
de Janeiro chauffeurs on the install- 
ment plan, the city has become over- 
crowded with taxicabs, ‘ 

Of the 8.000 machines In the city, 
nearly 6,000 operate for hire, and the 
owner-chauffeurs have constantly to 
work overtime to meet their payments. 

Rellef, however, 1s expected from 
another direction. At the present time 
the roads are so bad It is impossible 
to drive more than four or five miles 
outside the city with any comfort; 
hence long-distance trips are unknown. 
A new and good road Is being built to 
Petropolis, « summer resort 30 miles 
away, and by the end of 1925 there 
doubtless will be a fine highway run- 
ning from this city to Sao Paulo, 250 
miles to the west. 

These improved roads, it is believed. 
will make automobile riding so popu- 
lar that thousands of new machines 
will have to be imported.

Schools Twenty-Five Years Ago 


Everyone in Andover who is interested 
in the schools and their maintenance 
will read with interest the following 
editorial taken from the Townsman of 
January 26, 1900, entitled “The Cost 
of Our Schools.” Particularly inter- 
esting is that portion which shows what 
was then considered to be a_ large 
expenditure for public schools. 

Once in a while a critic arises, who 
charges that the cost of the public 
schools is excessive, and that the educa- 
tion they afford is not as good as in the 
olden days. To the latter assertion, it 
is useless to make reply, for the point 
of view of the man who makes such an 
assertion is entirely out of tune with 
that of the present day directors of 
public education. 

'o the former statement there could 
be no better answer than that which is 
afforded by the report for 1898-99, just 
issued by the secretary of the state 
board of education. The document is a 
brief one, but an extremely interesting 
one, and particularly so in the means 
it affords for compariosn with our own 
excellent school system. 

The cost of the schools is shown in its 

La gg of the whole tax levy of 
each city and town in the state, and is 
based on an average tax rate for 1898-99 
for the entire state, of $15.84 on each 
thousand dollars valuation. Of this 
$15.84 the following proportions were 
expended on schools. 


Current expenses 
Building and repairs 
Total 


$3.63 or 22.9% 
1.300r 8.2% 
4.93 or 31.1% 


Placing the cost in Andover on the 
above basis we have the following figures 
for the proportion of Andover’s school 
expenditure, to her tax rate of $15.00 
ig thousand dollars valuation in 1898- 


Current expenses $3.15 or 21. % 

Building and repairs 3lor 2.06% 

Total 3.46 or 23.05% 

Of course in considering these figures 
one must take into account the saving, 
because of the support of the high 
school through endowment. The cost 
of maintaining the building is already 
covered in the above figures, and if the 
school maintenance is also put in, the 
cost is still only $4.35 or 29% percent 
for the total expense, in proportion to 
the Andover tax rate. 

The same excellent showing is made 
in the cost per pupil in Andover, as 
compared with the cost in the state at 
large, a greater difference being noticed 
this year than even in former years, and 
a very marked difference if the cost of 
buildings and reparis is included in the 
comparative figures. 

The reason for presenting these facts 
is not that the schools need any defence, 
but that every citizen cannot fail to feel 
a good deal of satisfaction that a wise 
economy is producing excellent results. 

But there is likewise no reason for the 
town to take any undue satisfaction over 
either the schools or their cost. There are 
many things needed before the schools, yet 
or the schoolhouses, are upto the 
highest standard, where Andover schools 
if any, certainly ought to be. The record 
of the past in their administration and 
conduct certainly warrants the confi- 
dence and aid of the tax-payers in help- 
ing the upward movement to keep on.

and an ability to find a quick solution of any 
sort of a problem. A brilliant scholar, she 
was indifferent to the honors which go with 
scholarship, and bes copay cared little so 
long as she “arrived”’ in a manner satisfac- 
tory to herself. é 

Her love for girls, and her going with them 
as far as she could on that dreadful journey 
of deportation, we all know. 

Her brother-in-law, Mr. Partridge, thus 
sums up her qualities of character: “A spirit 
of optimism based on faith in God, and the 
certain triumph of the right, a determination 
to win, which finds pleasure in surmounting 
obstacles, an elasticity of nature, which like 
recoil springs lightens every jar, a versatility 
which helped her fit into any emergency, and 
a willingness to help which made her un- 
selfish and ready to serve others. 

These words of Junius seem to me appli- 
cable, ‘‘The gentle breath of peace would 
leave him neglected and unmoved. It is 
only the tempest that lifts him from his 
place.” 

Surely the tempest lifted Mary Louise 
Graffam and we are proud to claim her as our 
very own! 


As Miss Mooradkanian lifted the American 
flag which veiled the picture she spoke as 
follows: 

Armenia, long ago dead politically, cen- 
turies since dismembered geographically, 
and since the World War almost extinct as a 
living, breathing race entity, lives in the 
pages of history and is conjured in the 
thoughts of y with the image of the 
Christian Crusader.

Armenia played the part of the Minister- 
ing Angel in the 11th and 12th centuries to 
the various hosts of Christian Crusaders, who 


I.| sorely pressed and defeated often in their 


struggels for the Holy City, turned to her 
friendly bounds for refuge. Her Modern 
Martyrdom as a race, forever to be asso- 
ciated with the world upheaval, is still fresh 
with your own memories of the World War. 


It was most fitting then that when Miss 
Graffam in communion with her true inner 
self one day, came to the conscious realization 
of her powers, and that she had a life to 
dedicate to the service of Christ — she 
should choose to dedicate that life of service 
in a country which had already felt the 
throb of Christian Crusading spirits for 
eighteen hundred years. 


There, this true, steadfast, self-sacrificing 
soul, worked, lived and died in the fulness of 
her service. She had loved her work and the 
people among whom she. ministered, and 
they worshipped the Miss’Graffam, who even 
through the darkest days of upheaval, of 
deportation, of family uprootings, called to 
her help all the powers of her persuasive 
personality and stayed with a woman’s 
indomitable courage the savage instincts of 
the men about her gone mad. 


Such words as these can least express the 
greatness in service of one who typified the 
best of a Century of Missionary work in that 
country — but let them be accepted as in 
some measure a worth of the appreciation of a 
people she had served and saved and taught.

Son’s Failure Led to 
Lincoln’s Great Effort 


James L. Ford, in “Forty-Odd Years 
in the Literary Shop,” tells that when 
he was five years old children began 
to hear from the lips of their elders 
mention of a man named Lincoln. 
Whose speech in Cooper Union hall, 
New York, provoked much. discussion. 
Many years after Mr. Ford chanced 
to learn that this speech, whose con- 
sequences were sv far reaching, was 
the result of his son's failure to pass 
a scholastic examination. 

Robert T. Lincoln had come from 
his Illinois farm with the intention of 
entering Harvard college and bad 
failed in his examinations, says the 
Detroit News. His father was much 
distressed and, though money was by 
no means plentiful with him, he de 
termined to go to the boy's assist- 
ance, and accordingly made the jour- 
ney to Cambridge. 

While there one of the committee 
then arranging for the great Cooper 
Union meeting, suggested the propriety 
of inviting Mr, Lincoln, whom he had 
once listened to in the West, to ad- 
dress the assembly and the invitation 
was promptly sent. So little was Mr. 
Lincoln then known in the East that 
William Cullen Bryant, the presiding 
officer, introduced him in the follow 
ing words: 

“We shall next have the pleasure of 
hearing from Mr, Abraham Lincoln of 
Illinois, of whom some of you have 
undoubtedly heard.’ There were in- 
deed some present who had heard of 
Lincoln and his championship of abo 
lition and for severn] minutes a storm 
of howls and hisses prevented him 
from speaking. He finally did speak, 
und that speech placed the Presi- 
dential nomination in the hollow of his 
hand,

Sheriff ©, Studebaker of Cowlitz 
county headed a purty of hunters in a 
fruitless search near Braynion moun: 
tain, near Kelso, for a large cougar 
that cireled Jaines Brownell seven 
times while the settler was getting out 
fence posts. The tracks were telltale 
in the new snow. 

Game commissioners and two expert 
eougar hunters with five hounds spent 
a week near Mukilteo seeking a giant 
cougar that killed a valued Airedale 
and two hounds and frightened resi- 
dents of the districts.

Veteran Stage Driver : 
Carries Whip to Grave 


Portland, Ore.—“Carry me to my 
grave in a horse-drawn carriage and 
put a whip in my hand.” 

It was the dying request of Cyrus 
Willard Barger, one of the pilc- 
turesque pioneer stage drivers of the 
northwest country. And his friends 
heeded it by taking him to his final 
resting place at Silverton, Ore. in a 
hearse drawn by two of the finest 
black horses that could be found. His 
favorite  silver-rnounted whip was 
placed in his right hand, in his cof- 
fin. be 

For nearly fifty years Barger drove 
Stages in Aregon, Idaho, British Co- 
lumbia, Arizona and the Yosemite 
valley. For forty years he was a 
trusted employee of Wells, Fargo & 
Company, leaving the firm when the 
march of progress removed horses for 
motorized equipment. 

He had charge of the company 
stables in California and was known 
as one of the best of reinsmen wher- 
ever a stage coach rumbled over the 
rugged northwest areas. 

Barger first snapped a whip over 
a six-in-hand at the age of twenty. 
His father, John Barger, was a '49er 
who settled land that is now part of 
Silverton, the old home of the late Ho- 
mer Davenport, noted cartoonist. Hig 
mother was Rebecca J. Barger, for 
years queen of the Pioneer Mothers, 
and who died six years ago in Port- 
land at the age of ninety-five. 

Barger was literally “driven in- 
doors” when the motor car supplant- 
ed the stage coach. For seyeral years 
the veteran reinsman was night 
watchman of the Oregon Journal of 
Portland, his death being almost coin- 
cidental with that of his friend, C. s. 
Jackson, owner and publisher of the 
Journal. Barger drove Jackson into 
Pendleton in 1879 and Jackson later 
became agent for the stage company 
for which Barger drove,

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Make Study of Ocean 


The influence whieh the ocean has 
upon the weather is very great. 
“The study of the waters of the 
oceans,” declares Lieutenant Com- 
mander George HE. Brandt of the 
United States navy, “will yield results 
worth millions of dollars to the agri- 
culture and industry of the nation, 
because from this study we can get 
a better understanding of the weath- 
er, and will probably be able to pre- 
dict the weather a year in advance, 
especially the periods of rainfall and 
drouth and their duration.” Com- 
mander Brandt says that the waters 
of the ocean are a great reservoir for 
storing and distributing the heat 
which comes from solar radiation. 
During each hour of sunshine more 
heat is being added to this great reser- 
voir. This heat in turn is given off 
again by the ocean, influencing very 
materially the weather over land and 
sea. Observations made by _ the 
Smithsonian institution show that the 
radiation of the sun varies consider- 
ably from time to time. It fs this 
variation, says Commander Brandt, 
which makes the study of weather so 
complicated. “Since the waters of 
the ocean act as an_ Intermediate 
reservoir,” he says. “the full effect of 
a change in solar radiation is not felt 
until some years after the change 
takes place.

Italian Lazzaroni 

The nume “Lazzaroni” was given to 
a class of vagubonds in Naples, Italy. 
which, in the Seventeenth and Bight- 
eenth centuries, formed a_ distinct 
easte. They annually elected a chief. 
called Capo Lazzaro, who was recog- 
nized by the authorities and frequent- 
ly took an active part in political af- 
fairs. In 1647, headed by Masaniello, 
they overthrew the government and 
for a few days held possession of the 
city. In 1798, instigated by Cardinal 
Ruffo, and led by Michele Sforza, 
they successfully resisted the attacks 
of the French. The Lazzaroni had 
no homes nor regular occupations. 
They wore ragged clothes, were filthy 
in their habits, and slept in the open 
air. They were so-called either from 
Lazarus, the beggar, or more prob 
ably from the hospital of St. Lazarus, 
which served as a place of refuge for 
the destitute of the city—Kansas 
City Star.

Five dual records went by the boards in 
the annual dual swimming meet between 
Phillips Andover and Phillips Exeter acam- 
emies Saturday in the Andover tank.

Aborigines’ Tobacco 

Australian bushmen ghow great dis- 
crimination in their smoking and ere 
adept at “curing” wild tobacco. The 
leaves of this plant resemble those of 
tobacco plants, but are smaller, The 
leaf gives off a nicotine ofl, is pleasant 
to the taste, and burms well. After 
the leaf is gathered ft ts allowed to 
wilt but not dry. In the fermenta- 
tlon process damp sacks are thrown 
over the leaves in a warm and shady 
place for about a week. Then follows 
the drying in some airy, place until the 
leaf shows n leathery texture. The 
mildribs and stalks are now removed 
and the leaf is arranged fn layers and 
sprinkled with heated treacle, rum. 
and, if possible, a little saltpeter, The 
whole ts then packed in a box and 
pressed until the curing is complete.

New Claimants Seek Title 
to Famous New York 
Church Property. 


New York,—Trinity church and its 
historic burial ground in the heart of 
the downtown financial district be- 
came Involved In another of the suits 
for possession which periodically have 
flourished in the courts since 1883. 

Two brothers, Arthur J. Edwards of 
Los Angeles and Wesley J. Edwards 
of Guilford county, North Carolina, 
now seek title to the $10,000,000 prop- 
erties, 

They claim to be heirs of Robert Ed- 
wards, a ship captain of pre-Revolu- 
tionary days, who, they say, obtained 
from King George II] a grant of land 
in America which included the prop- 
erties now administered by the church, 

Denies Church Has Legal Claim. 

Plaintiffs hold that Captain Edwards 
died Intestate after having leased the 
property to John Cruger and his 
brother, George, who subleased it to 
the church for 99 years. They contend 
that the lease expired 59 years ago 
and waa never renewed, so that the 
present Trinity church corporation 
never has had legal claim nor title to 
the land where the church, the burial 
sround and adjactent skyscrapers now 
stand. 

The corporation contends that it 
holds the property on a grant direct 
from the British crown, According 
to its 19283 year book, Its assets were 
then $13,329,053, and its income for 
that year was $1,249,000. 

John Doe, rector; Richard Doe, ves- 
tryman, and James Doe, trustee, are 
named defendants to the action, W. 
B. Bordeaux of Greensboro, N. C., and 
S. G. Litwin of New York are coun- 
sel for the Edwards brothers, Their 
bill of complaint asks that the church 
corporation render an account of all 
its deeds and records, as well as for 
aH moneys received in rents and prof- 
its since 1866; that a receiver be ap- 
pointed for the property, and that the 
plaintiffs be declared owners in fee 
simple, 

In the past the heira of Anneke 
Juns, a Dutch settler, sued the Trinity 
corporation three times in efforts to 
recover what they claimed was their 
property—Trinity’s vast real estate 
holdings, 

Jans Heirs Lose Three Suite. 

In 18388 and again In the ‘40s the 
heirs lost suits. In 1914, according to 
the corporation's counsel, representa- 
tives of the heirs instituted sult, but 
Federal Judge Hough dismissed it on 
the corporation’s motion after prelimi- 
nary. hearings. 

The Jans heirs contend that the 
Trinity properties were leased from 
Anneke Jans in 1698 for 90 years and 
have been Illegally held since that 
lease expired in 1797. 

In 1906 » Denver policeman, George 
T. Mahlum, representing 28 heirs of 
Francis Forncook, a Hollander, who 
he alleged lensed the property to Trin- 
ity, planned. to recover most of the 
church's land. His contention was 
that a 99-yeur lease was granted In 
1776 and had expired. It is under- 
stood that his action never went to 
trial. 


“Hero” of Verdun Dead 
of Old Age at Ten Years 


Tours, France.—A hero of the war, 
cited in an order of the army and 
decorated for exceptional bravery 
and gallantry at Verdun, has just 
died of old age. His years numbered 
ten. 

His name was Carrier- Pigeon No, 
18314-AF- and attached to one of 
his legs he proudly wore a ring, equiv- 
alent to the Medaille Militaire, award- 
ed to him im June 1916, with the fol- 
lowing citation : 

“On three different oceasions, dur- 
ing the battle of Verdun, under heavy 
fire effected the rapid transport of 
very important messages, In partic. 
ular. carried to headquarters the com- 
munications of Major Raynal, defend- 
er of Fort Vaux, on June 3, 1916, at 
a time when the major’s troops, com- 
pletely surrounded. were deprived of 
any other means of communication. 
The flights were done under most Un- 
fave able atmospheric conditions.” 

Since the armistice, the pigeon had 
been kept as an honored guest in the 
army dovecotes, 


Mexico Reducing Expenses 

Mexico City.—The Mexican Staff 
band, which had made a name for it- 
self in the United States as well as 
in Mexico, has been disbanded as a 
part of the campaign of economy tIn- 
stituted by President Calles. The na- 
tional agrarian commission has cut 
its budget $3,000,000, under a personal 
order from the President, 


France to Breed Foxes 

Havre, France.—Two consignments 
of silver foxes, one from Alaska and 
the other from Canada, have recently 
entered this port. Together, they total 
ninety-eight animals, and all will be 
sent to the Vosges mountains for 
breeding purposes. Silver fox fur 
commands very high prices on the 
French market.

TOWN MEETING ECHOES 


The Turning of the Tide 


When Greece, under the leadership of 
Miltiades, hurled back the Persian hosts 
from her borders and thus achieved inde- 
pendence, Greek civilization began _ its 
marvelous progress. It was a turn in her 
tide. When on the field near Poitiers Charles 
Martel scattered the Saracenic hosts that 
threatened all Europe and thus fixed for all 
time its religious status, it marked another 
turn in the tide. From that day to this, 
history records many tide-turnings when the 
onrushing of folly has been checked and a 
wiser course has set in. This should teach us 
to hope even when the torrential floods of 
folly swirl swift and strong. We thus see that 
Time'is the great challenger of folly. Given 
time, the prodigal will reach the swine 
trough. For every foolish action carries 
within itself its own defeat. Unrestrained by 
reiterated warnings, nations, cities and towns 
in time come squarely up against the legiti- 
mate issue of their own folly. Then or never 
will they retrace their steps. But for this 
check residing in folly itself long before this, 
civilization would have been driven back 
into the jungle. Fortunate for that nation, 
city or town that sees the issue in time to 
avoid it. Fortunate would it have been for 
Andover could she have foreseen ten years ago 
as clearly as she sees it now her extravagant 
policy. In that case she would not have 
allowed it to crystallize into permanency as 
she did in her latest architectural venture in 
the Shawsheen schoolhouse. But while some 
folly is irremediable, all folly is not. | Andover 
has shown wisdom in turning the tide at the 
safety point. This has been no easy task 
since the whole current for the last ten years 
has moved unimpeded with accelerated speed 
toward greater and greater recklessness in 
town appropriations. Every want supplied 
has hatched out a dozen new wants. Easier 
was it for Hercules to kill the Lernaen hydra 
that grew two heads where one was severed 
than for Andover to cut from her town 
warrant these growing appeals for money. 
When in unprecedented volume this money 
flowed into her treasury from the new devel- 
opment at Shawsheen, in still greater volume 
did it flow out through our seven town 
departments. The slumbering embers of 
ambition of her citizens have been blown to 
a white heat. From every section of her 
borders this ambition has uttered itself. 
Meanwhile her business men have allowed 
their private concerns to absorb their 
interest to the exclusion of town matters. 
Such, in brief, has been the direction and 
urge of the tide in these recent years. 


But now, thank Heaven! the tide has 
turned. The real Andover has bestirred 
herself. ‘The prodigal has come to himself. 
Civic responsibility, so long submerged, has 
at last emerged into action. A decided 
change has taken place: the habit of trailing 
behind the folly of other towns has given 
place to a standard of independent action. 
She has now become a leader instead of a 
follower in town government. A new inter- 
pretation has been given to the slogan 
“Improve the town.” This now means to 
stabilize a low tax-rate, balance the yearly 
budget, scrupulously guard against waste, 
reduce the town’s debt and its interest 
charges, to subordinate town luxuries to 
town necessities, to limit projects of expan- 
sion to expansion of income, to hold our town 
officers to strict accountability, to demand 

ublicity of detailed accounting, to encourage 
lame industries and to attract capital and 
home-builders. “The good of the town” 
lies along this road and along no other, but 
it has taken ten long years to barb this 
simple fact into the conviction of the ma- 
jority of our voters. But a mental trans- 
formation has at last taken place as was 
signally manifest at our last town meeting. 
Here the stage was set for its utterance. 
The opening speech of our new moderator, 
splendidly reinforced as it was by the chair- 
man of our Finance Committee, created a 
favorable atmosphere. Coupled with this 
was manifest a new moral courage in those 
who hitherto have been too timid to be 
counted on either side of a contended propo- 
sition. And added to all this was the presence 
of a large quota of Andover’s business men 
‘who at sacrifice of private business were 
there for definite action. From the first 
decisive rap of the moderator’s gavel one 
could feel a new temper pervading the 
meeting ——a temper that refused to be 
stampeded by maudlin sentiment or seduced 
by personal appeals. The flood of unre- 
strained pathos that overwhelmed the wise 
recommendations of our Finance Com- 
mittee and paralyzed 49% of the voters 
twelve months ago was held in check. In 
its place was a rising tide of protest against 
longer submission to-a-reckless-town- policy: 
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rugged lot of draft and farm chunks.

Henceforth town expenses must look town 
income squarely in the face and be dominated 
by its mandates. Economic law must be 
obeyed at all hazards. So strong was this 
regurgitating tide that it threatened to 
inundate in one indiscriminate mass the 
whole host of pursuers of our town treasury, 
A revolution is never nicely discriminative, 
It certainly was not daintily selected at this 
meeting. The just with the unjust were 
alike overwhelmed. Its regrettable effect 
was manifest in some of the long-drawn-out 
and injudicious criticism by men who thought 
it no sacrilege to breathe personal aspersions 
against their town officers. Charges of 
extravagance and needless waste of the 
town’s money were promiscuously perferred 
and thrust home with a directness and 
pungency unmatched even by Daniel 
O’Connell or John Knox. Many of these 
charges, however, should be taken with some 
extensive modifications. For when the 
evidence is all in it will be found, I think, 
that our town officers, as a rule, are honest, 
hard-working and conscientious. Their 
problems are many and intricate and difficult, 
Hence no criticism is just which fails to con- 
cede this. Laxity in town officials is no more 
reprehensible than is laxity in town voters, 
Measured by a high standard of civic duty 
most of us would find ourselves implicated in 
these truculent charges. However this may 
be, the meeting as a whole marks a red-letter 
day for Andover. The tide has at last 
turned in the direction of sanity and wisdom. 
May its volume increase year by. year till 
Andover becomes, politically and econom- 
ically what notably she has been education- 
ally and religiously, an inspiration and a 
guide.
